June ll, when a clandestine Viet 
Cong radio station reported he 
was in the hands of Communist 
guerrillas and had asked to be 
returned home 
Reportedly Criticized U.S. 
Fryett, 26. was reported by the 
Communist station to have re­ 
pented working with U S. forces 
supporting the government in the 
South. The broadcast quoted him 
as saying:

Despite the sharp decline in steel output 
and a drop in retail sales last month, industrial 
production climbed to a new record in May. 
The Federal Reserve Board reported output of 
the nation's mines, factories and utilities 17 6 
per cent above the base year of 1957. 
Among the various gains 
in 
industrial 
activity noted by the board was an increase in 
auto assemblies. Ford's labor troubles, how­ 
ever, threaten to upset the board's prediction 
for a further rise this month. 
The advance in industrial activity parallel­ 
ed an increase in nonfarm employment that was 
better than seasonal and a rise in personal in­ 
come to a new high. Both items had been report­ 
ed previously. 
Two more key business indicators— housing 
starts and new orders for durable goods— are 
awaited 
before the complete picture 
of the 
economy for May can be appraised. But thus 
far, the economy on balance appears to be on 
the plus side. 
The gains have been modest, to be sure— 
May s industrial output was up but 06 of a 
point compared with the 14 point increase 
registered in April. But on a purely statistical 
basis, the gains seem to be an accurate index 
to the economy's health.

Highest Hurdle For The European Deterrent 


WASHINGTON 
President Kennedy had the mis­ 
fortune to take office at the close 
of the era of American monop­ 
oly—monopoly of nuclear striking 
power, virtual monopoly of indus­ 
trial and financial power, result­ 
ing monopoly of Western leader­ 
ship. 
This country's monopoly posi­ 
tion, of course, extended only to 
the borders of the Western Alli­ 
ance 
But in the West at least, 
the American policymakers could 
he sure of getting their own way 
in the end, as long as the monop­ 
oly position endured. One result 
was to make most American pol­ 
icymakers 
assume
